1. SUMMARY: MINISTER INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION 
MUNYANEZA DEPARTED KIGALI SUDDENTLY MAY 15 FOR KINSHASA. 
MINISTER NATIONAL GUARD HAB Y ALIMANA POSTPONED PLANNED TRIP 
TO BELGIUM. MILITARY SOURCES CONTINUE TO TAKE 
DECIDEDLY DISAPPROVING LINE ON BARUNDI REFUGEE 
INCURSION INTO BURUNDI. ABOUT 50 TUTSIS REPORTED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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KILLED MAY 13 AT MINE IN NORTHERN BURUNDI. END

2. MINISTER INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION MUNYANEZA 
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DEPARTED KIGALI MAY 15 VIA SMALL GOR AIRCRAFT TO 
GOMA WHERE HE PLANNED CATCH COMMERCIAL FLIGH TO 
KINISHASA. NO PUBLIC ANNOUNCEMENT YET MADE OF 
MUNYANEZA' S TRIP. ACCORDING BELGIAN EMBASSY. 

MUNYANEZA CARRIED PERSONAL MESSAGE FROM KAYIBANDA 
TO MOBUTU. AT EMBASSY DINNER EVENING MAY 14 FOR 
VISITING DATT AND AID/ W REPRESENTATIVES, MUNYANEZA, 

WHO CAME LATE AND STAYED SHORT TIME, TOLD AMBASSADOR 
GOR WORRIED OVER POSSIBILITY OF BURUNDI RETALIATION 
AGAINST RWANDA FOR REFUGEE ATTACK. COMMENT: 

LOGICAL TO SPECULATE GOR SEEKING MOBUTU’ S

REFUGEE GROUP OF UNDETERMINED SIZE HAD ENTERED 
BURUNDI VIA BUTARE. GROUP SAID TO BE COMMANDED BY 
FORMER BURUNDI GENDARMARIE OFFICER. 
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8. EMBASSY HAS LEARNED A NUMBER OF BARUNDI STUDENTS
